AND 18 BUILDING FORTIFICATIONS, 


Behind Which a Handful of Men Can 
Whip a Hundred if 
Attacked. 


KNOxvViLIE, Tenn., September 10.—[Spe- 
cial,)—Acting on the instructions of the state 
authorities, the superintendent forthe prison 
lessees at Briceville tonight called for volun- 
teers from the local military authorities to go 
there as guards. He wishes twenty-five men 
in addition to the eight orten now on duty, 
and only a few of the militia know his wishes. 
He secured eight men who will go to the 
stockades in the morning. He has also had 
prders from Adjutant General Norman to take 
twenty-five rifles belonging toa local company, 
to Briceville, and has been provided with se¥- 
eral rounds of cartridges. } 

Will Protect the Convicts. ; 

The prison authorities are determined 
protect the convicts and property of the c 
pany at any cost. Additional men will be se 
cured here and sent out at once who will do 
duty as citizens in the service of the lessees. 

There are very wild threats made at Coal 
Creek and Briceville,but generally by a reck- 
less set of men, who are not properly members 
of the miners’ organization. The men who 
have acted as leaders oppose any action until 
itis known definitely what the legislature 
will do, but it is conceded that they have lost 
control of a large element about the mines. 

If an outbreak occurs it willbe by these 
men. 

By tomorrow night it is expected that thirty 
or forty determined men will be on guard, 
The lessees instructed them to hold the stock- 
ade in case of an attack, and assistance will be 
speedily sent. 

The state will be called on for aid if an at 
tack is made. 

Preparing Fortifications. 

The lessees are preparing fortifications in 
which a handful of men could withstand sev- 
eral hundred, unless the attacking party had 
cannon, which the miners, of course, have not, 

The miners’ committee at Nashville, it is 
understood, has wired the men to commit no 
outbreak. 

While the conservative miners advise delay, 
it is granted that the situation is one of much 
uncertainty.

A burly negro approached the girl from the 
rear and grabbed her by the neck. She at 
once screamed, but was silenced in a short 
time by the powerful grip the negro had 
fastened around her throat, She struggled in 
vain to free herself. ä 

The brute darted through the woods at 
break-neck speed, leaving his victim lying 
prostrated on the ground. The police of this 
city were notified of the occurrence, and are 
using every effort to apprehend the guilty 


party. 
FIVE LIVES TO HIS CREDIT. 


Adam Lagaret Kun Down and Captured 
Near the Mines. 


MiIppLEsBORO, Ky., September 10.—[Spe- 
clal. Adam Lagaret, who has been a fugitive 
from justice for several years, and who boasts 
of having killed five men in his lifetime, was 
arrested here late yesterday afternoon. There 
was a large reward offered for his capture. He 
was found living near the iron ore mines, with 
a woman whose husband he killed a year ago. 
While the officers were making the afrest he 
pulled a pistol and fought with the fury of a 
tiger. In the melee which followed, he was 
shot through the hand and hip, the latter 
being probably a fatal wound.

The amount of shortage in his ac- 
counts with the Catholic Knights of America i 
is not known, but is supposed to be between 
twenty thousdnd dollars and fifty thousand 
dollars. Supreme officers of the society are 
expected here tomorrow. The society is pro- 
tected by a bond made by an eastern security 
company. He has deeded valuable city prop- 
erty to protect his boudsmen.

INTO THE RAPIDS. 


Two Suicides at Niagara Falls Yesterday. 
Heroic Efforts to Save Them. 


NiaGaRa Falls, Ont., September 10.— 
Shortly after 2 o’clock this afternoon, an un- 
Known woman, well dressed and about twenty- 
five years of age, threw herself into the rapids, 
a short distance above Prospect park. A man 
named Caheim, of Philadelphia, sprang into 
the water and made a brave attempt to save 
the woman, but she resisted his efforts, and the 
struggle only ceased when they were near the 
brink of the falls, and Caheim was only able 
to save himself by grasping some hanging 
branches. 

Only a couple of hours later a party on Luna 
island were startled by hearing a young man 
nearthem cry: “I’m going; goodbye,” and 
turning, they saw him spring into the swiftly- 
running water, and ina minute disappeared 
over the falls. His name is said to be Albert 
Heimlich, a barber, lately arrived at the falls, 
from New York. 

An Alleged Murderer Caught. 

MoxtTcomeEry, Ala., September 10.—[{Special.]— 
Frank Sanders, colored, was arrested nere, being 
Strongly suspicioned of being implicated in yes- 
terday’s murder of Joe Touart, at Georgiana. He 
had plenty of money and a number of dangerous 
tools secreted about his person. He took the 
train at Greenville for this place, and several cir- 
cumstances inted against him. Tonight a 
number of citizens arrived from Greenville, who 
identified him and the money found on him,

SAN SALVADOR SHAKING. 


Terribie Earthquake—A Whole Town De- 
stroyed. 


New York, September10.—A special to 
The Herald from San Salvador says: Millions 
of dollars’ worth of property and many lives 
were destroyed in the republic by an éarth- 
quake yesterday. A whole town was swept 
out, and the advices received indicate that 
hardly a city in the country except those 
along the coast escaped the awful effects of 
the convulsions. At five. minutes be- 
fore 2 o’clock yesterday morning the earth 
began to shake. 

People Rushed to the Streets, 

The wave had a strong vertical and oscilla- 
tory movement. The people rushed into the 
streets in their night clothing. While the 
shock lasted only twenty seconds, before it 
passed away the panic-stricken mob was 
making its way to the open country outside the 
city. The scene was terribly sublime. Men, 
women and children were shrieking and pray- 
ing in the streets. The walls of the houses 
cracked, tottered and fell. 

The Deep, Rumbling Sound. 

There was a deep, continuous rumbling, as 
of heavy thunder. The sky was overcast. and 
the air filled with a fine, penetrating dust. 
While the shock lasted the earth rose and fell 
in long waves. Strong men were unable to 
keep their feet. The inhabitants were afraid 
to return to their houses. President Ezeta is 
doing everything he can to stop the panic and 
care for the homeless. The towns throughout 
the country have suffered more severely than 
the capital. Analqueto and Comayaguo were 
completely destroyed. Cojutepeque, Santa 
Tecla, San Pedro and Masabenet are so badly 
shaken as to be probably ruined, while the 
shock was plainly felt and damage done by it 
at Santa Anna and Qusimtepeque, sixty miles 
away. 

It is impossible to form an idea of the lives 
lost. Two were killed here. It is feared 
many were killed in the smaller towns. 


LIQUOR DID IT. 


A Drunken Bear on a Spree Kills Four 
Persons. 


Lonpon, September 10.—(Special.]—The 
St. Petersburg correspondent of The Daily 
Chronicle states that a strange and terrible ac- 
cident has occurred in the neighborhood of 
Vilna. A large tame bear, which had been 
trained by the servants of a country gentleman 
to drink votky (whisky), entered a village 
tavern and killed the tavern keeper and three 
members of his family in a fit of intoxication, 

The tragedy was brought about by the 
owner of the tavern, Isaac Rabbanovitch, at- 
tempting to snatch from the bear a keg of 
votky, which it had commenced to drink, 
after staving it in with its paws. Inthe con- 
flict that ensued the infuriated animal hugged 
to death the tavern keeper, his two sons and 
daughter. When some nts arrived on 
the scene with guns they found the intoxicated 
animal asleep on the floor in a pool of blood 
and votky, surrounded’ by its four victims. 
The bear was immediately shot. 


GEORGE VANDERBILT'S MOTHER

ASHEVILLE, N. C., September 10.—[Special.]

George Vanderbilt's mother for a bona fide 
gift of $10,000 in cash, to be expended in the 
erection of a twenty-thousand-dollar Young 
Men’s Christian Association building, for the 
colored, and George Vanderbilt individually, 
for brick enough to build it. They have also 
to thank R. U. Garrett, of Asheville, and his 
friends for the five-thousand-dollar lot, on 
which the building will stand. The building 
will be located in Eagle terrace, and work on 
it has already begun inthe same locality. A 
twelve-thousand-dollar hotel for the colored 
will be built by a joint-stock company. All of 
them reside in Asheville.

COTTON AND CORN. 


The Department Reports Issued Yes- 
terday. 


But Corn and Other Cereals Are 
Flourishing. 


THE STATE AVERAGES ARE GIVEN, 


And Extracts from the Reports of Corre- 
spondents All Over the 
Country. 


WaAsHInGTON, September 9.—The Septem- 
ber report of the department of agriculture 
marks a reduction in the condition of cotton 
during the past month of six points, from 88.9 
to 82.7. August is the critical period in the 
growth of the cotton plant, and sixteen times 
in twenty years has deterioration been in- 
dicated by the returns of September ist. In 
four exceptional years August averages were 
relatively low, and the decline had occurred 
during the previous month, .._ 

Cause of the Reduction. 

The cause of the present redyction on the 
Atlantic coast has been the excess of rain, 
causing an overgrowth of the plant and di- 
minishing the tendency +o fruitage. From 
Alabama westward the drought was the main 
factor of the loss, assisted by the bollworm and 
caterpillaz. 

The condition is lowest in Arkansas, Lonuis- 
ianaand Tennessee. In a few counties of 
Texas heavy rainfall in the morning, followed 
by hot sunshine in the afternoon, has caused a 
serious shedding of the forms. The most 
serious complaints are of shedding fruit and 
leaves, rotting of bolls, sprouting of seed in 
the bolls, rust, standing of open cotton, except 
in a few localities where the cotton worms are 
unusually destructive. 

In the area affected by the drought rust 
and shedding also occur. The sudden ex- 
tremes of temperature, cool nights followed by 
hot days, have been productive ef similar indi- 
cations of deterioration. Any cause redacing 
vitality and threatening decay, produces these 
frequently indicated diseases and conditions. 

State Averages of Condition. 

The relative degree of loss from these causes 
is indicated by the state averages of the con- 
dition, which are as follows: Virginia 78, loss 
of 3 points; North Oarolina 79, gain of 4 
points: South Carolina 81, loss of 2 points; 
Georgia 82, loss of 4 points; Florida 88, loss of 
6 points; Alabama 83, loss of 6 points; Mis- 
sissippi 83, loss of 10 points; Louisiana 85, loss 
of. 5 points; Texas 82, loss of 10 points; Arkan- 
sas 86, loss of 9 points; Tennessee 84, gain of 
2 points. 


CONCERNING CEREALS, 


Good Reports from All Sections About the 
Grain Crop. 


Wasuinaton, September 10.—The statis- 
tician of the department of agriculture reports 
September general averages of cereal crops as 
follows: Corn, 91.1; wheat, 96.8; rye, 95.1;

years. 

State averages are generally high; the 
lowest are those of Michigan and Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and North Dakota coming next, 
while South Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas, 
make figures under the general average. 

In the eastern and middle states the crop is 
well grown and is generally doing well, but 
a little late and the recent cool nights prevent 
rapid advancement yet. Frost has as yet done 
no damage. The crop is in fine condition in 
the southern states. It is not so much injured 
by heavy rains as cotton. In some bottom 
lands water hascaused material injury, while 
on the uplands the crop is remarkably good. 
It was somewhat late, but is now generally be- 
yond the reach of frost. A fine yield has 
made west of the Mississippi, though in 
western Texas a little reduced by the drought. 
It is a crop decidedly above the medium 
throughout the south as a whole. Many cor- 
respondents refer to it as the best in years. 

In the Ohio valley corn is heavy in the 
stalk, somewhat late in * from cool 
nights; in some places has been blown down 
by heavy win yet it is generally very 
promising. 

Local droughts are mentioned at a few 
points as the cause of deteriorating without 
producing very serious loss. A correspondent 
in Franklin county, Ohio, claims the heaviest 
crop in forty years.

If frost holds o 
ten days nothing but the latest planting can 
be injured. Absolute immunity from loss 
would require exemption through September, 
yet most of the b th is already safe. 

In Michigan there bas been considerable in- 
jury from frost in late-planted fields. Wis- 
consin reports damage from frosts of Au 7 
22d to th, and, in some cases, still earlie; 
Some areas have been cut up for fodder in 
this latitude. |

Last Saturday was one of the best business 
days ever known in Dawson. From 8 o’ciock 
a. m. to 3 p. m. there were from ten to twenty 
wagons parked around Baldwin & Co.’s city 
gin, loaded with seed cotton, eavh awaiting 
its time to be unloaded. The engine puffed 
away all day with all the steam it could safely 
carry, driving three excellent gins, which 
rolied out the beautiful lint in condensed 
form. The press was kept running up and 
down atits greatest speed, turning out the 
symmetrical bales almost as rapidly as the 
ready draymen could convey them to 
the several warehouses. The colored hands 
knew their duty,and all bent their en- 
ergies to the occasion, and as they worked they 
kept time with short snatches of songs, and 
often their voices could be heard above the 
din and roar of the machinery. 

Along the Roads. 

While this was going on in the center of the 
city, the numerous roads entering the city from 
every point of the compass were. almost 
crowded with wagons loaded with baled cotton 
from the country gins, interspersed with bug- 
gies, road carts, etc. By noon the city was 
full of cotton and people; every warehouse 
crowded with cotton sellers and cotton buyers, 
the former anxious to sell and the latter 
anxious to buy. Several hundred bales were 
sold during the day at reasonbly good prices. 
The many buyers and the three banks were 
kept busy paying for the same, and money 
flowed throughout the day like a Johnstown 
flood. 

The Sidewalks Crowded. 
The sidewalks of Main street were 80 


crowded with people that pedestrians were 


compelled to take the middle of the street to 
effect a passage. During the afternoon and 
evening the wagons which had come in loaded 
with cotton, went out in every direction, in 
„lose order,“ laden with goods of all kinds. 

Our merchants and clerks, with their im- 
mense stocks of new and desirable goods, were 
kept busy from early morning till late at 
night, and many of them made cash sales of 
from one hundred to five hundred dollars. 

The number of bales received this season 
aggregate 1,710 bales. 

Mr. R. L. Farnum, superintendent of the 
cotton compress, has compressed and shipped 
1,100 bales of the newcrop. Besides several 
hundred bales of last year’s crop have been 
sold and shipped. 

The market opened this season at 7 cents, 
and has advanced 14 cents, closing last Satur- 
day evening, the 5th instant, at 84 cents for 
middlings. . 


THE COTTON GOMING IN 


Is Long, Flexible and of Superior Quality. 
Jute the Preferable Covering. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 10.—[Special.]— 
A cotton man said this morning that the 
cotton coming here so far this year was well 
matured, and that the farmers were not losing 
anything in weight. Last year they picked 
their cotton so green that ten pounds would, 
in some cases, be lost on each bale. The 
farmers, so far, are well pleased with the sales 
that have been made. 

The staple this year is long and flexible, 
and, even if a little discolored, will bring the 
average prices. Very few cotton-covered balés 
are coming to this market. Many say that 
they have not yet handled a bale with that 
covering. The farmers are preparing to use 
the heaviest jute obtainable.

The negroes became clamorous and in- 
dignant, the white men left the hall, and being 
incensed at the imposition practiced upon the 
negroes, several hurled bricks among the crowd 
of frauds upon the stage, and the negroes 
joined in the melee.

they skipped, being admonished by the crowd 
if they ever returned to Seale they would not 
get off so easily. The wild man and his troupe 
stood not on the order of going, but departed 
in quick order.

Ifthe leg- 
islature should not like the present one, they 
could change it as easily as they could the one 
the three suggest if they should not like it.

THE RYAN MATTER. 


The Lawyers Believe a Settlement Is at 
Hand, 

The attorneys who represent the foreign 
creditors of Stephen A. Ryan are more hope- 
ful now of an early settlement than they have 
ever been.

The other creditors 
later expressed a willingness to accede to the 
offer, and so nearly every one of the New 
York creditors has accepted the compromise. 

Thus far no action has been taken that 
binds all the New York creditors, but another 
meeting will be held tomorrow, when the mat- 
ter will probably be closed. 

This is what the lawyers think. 

The Boston creditors have expressed a will- 
ingness to accept Mr. Ryan’s offer. 

Besides the New York and Boston creditors, 
there are twenty or thirty outsiders, scattered 
about in various cities, who have not been ap- 
proached directly. 

It the New Yorkers and Bostonians unani- 
mously agree to accept the offer for a compro- 
mise, it is thought the others will come in. 

This is the status of the case.

Mr. Taylor and the Commission. 

Mr. James L. Taylor, general passenger 
agent of the Riehmond and Danville rail- 
road system, has been highly complimented 
by the consideration that has been given the 
suggestion of his name for the vacancy on 
the interstate commerce commission, caused 
by the death of General Bragg, of Alabama. 

Than Mr. Taylor there is no more popular 

nor efficient railroad man in the southern 
states, and there is probably no general pas- 
senger agent in the country whose responsi- 
bilities are greater than his. He has the 
confidence and esteem not only of all the 
business interests with which he is asso- 
ciated in his official position, but his opinion 
is deservedly considered high authority by 
all railroad men and in matters pertaining 
to the passenger traffic, the views of no man 
rank higher than his. 

Mr. Taylor first became prominent in rail- 
road circles as general passenger agent of 
the Plant system, with headquarters at Sa- 
vannah, from which position he went to the 
Richmond and Danville, to Washington. 
His last promotion to Atlanta, as general 
passenger agent of the entire Richmond and 
Danville Company, including its leased 
lines, gives him entire control of the pas- 
senger- department of one of the largest 
railroad systems in the world. 

Atlanta is to be congratulated in the citi- 
zenship of Mr. Taylor and in the fact that 
he thinks he hasa bigger and better posi- 
tion as general passenger agent of the great 
system with which he is connected, than he 
would have as an interstate commerce com- 
missioner. 


Georgia and the Railroads. 

The axiom which Judge Bleckley applies 
to state control of railroads cannot be too 
prominently brought before the people and 
the legislature, nor too emphatically insisted 
Regulation does not require segrega- 
That is the whole matterin a nut- 
shell. It is the common sense of the situa- 
tion. It clears away the cloud of misappre- 
hension by which the question has been sur- 
rounded, and restores the simplicity of 
truth. 

We are told that the combination and con- 
solidation of railways in Georgia in connec- 
tion with outside systems is utterly destruc- 
tive of competition; but we are not informed 
how. Weare told that a combination of 
railways in Georgia cannot be reached by the 
commission; but the powerlessness of the 
commission is not explained. As a matter 
of fact, neither of these assertions has any- 
thing substantial tostand on. The state it- 
self destroyed competition when it established 
the commission. Whether this was the in- 
tention or not, it was the effect, and it is 
certain that those who favored the commis- 
sion understood what the effect would be. 
One of the arguments in favor of the com- 
mission which was employed in these col- 
umns at the time, was that it was as much 
to the interest of the public to put an end to 
the wild and reckless competition which 
injured the corporations and demoralized 
business as it was to put an end to the suffo- 
cation of competition practiced by the 
„pool.“ It was understood and admitted in 
the discussion, in which THE CoNSsTITUTION 
took a leading part, that it was as necessary, 
so far as the interest of the public was con- 
cerned, to put an end to reckless competi- 
tion as it was to take away the power of the 
pool.“ The result is that since the com- 
mission was put in operation there has been 
no war of rates“ in Georgia to speak of 
and the “‘pool’’ has been abolished. 

There is one fact which ought to be very 
plain to every thinking person, namely— 
that a railway combination which has for 
its purpose the destruction of competition is 
vastly different from a combination which 
has strengthened itself for business pur- 
poses. The pool,“ which the laws of 
Georgia abolished, was a combination which 
had for its sole object the destruction of 
competition. It was not a consolidation at 
all; it was simply an agreement among the 
different lines that they would not cut rates, 
and under its terms the weaker competing 
roads received what was regarded as a fair 
share of the spoils wrung from the public by 
excessive rates and unjust discriminations. It 
was against this so-called combination that 
the railroad laws of Georgia were directed, 
and the effect of these laws is such that if 
one man owned every trunk and branch line 
in Georgia, he would be powerless to re- 
establish the combination under which the 
„pool“ existed; he would be powerless to 
levy excessive rates or to discriminate un- 
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‘the pool.,“ but we cannot see how any | 
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thoughtful person can claim that consol- 
idation is not as amenable to the laws of 
Georgia as the roads themselves would be if 
there were no consolidation. A combination 
for the purpose of increasing rates and re- 
viving discriminations can never be made by 
the Georgia corporations so long as the 
present laws remain on the statute books 
and we have a commission courageous 
enough to administer them. A consolida- 
tion of the roads for the purpose of econo- 
mizing their resources and strengthening 
themselves for a contest with rival systems 
is not only harmless but wholesome. The 
conditions and demands of the hour make 
such consolidations a necessity. The south- 
ern system, against which the prejudice of 
the legislature is songht to be directed, is 
equipping itself for a contest with the power- 
ful systems of the north and east. There is 
to be a fight over the immense volume of 
traffic which flows eastward and to Europe 
from the great west and northwest, and it 
will be a pity—a disaster, indeed—if the 
southern system shall be crippled in the very 
state whose commerce it is trying to increase 
and whose ports it is preparing to build up. 

Let the wise words of Judge Bleckley be 
borne in mind by the legislature. ‘‘Regula- 
tion does not require segregation.“

papers will continue to occupy a large part of 
the magazine field. Editorial influence will 
grow when it is intelligently and wisely 
exercised. The news must be full and ac- 
curate. No increase in size is needed, and 
the great Sunday papers are probably too 
large. Better paper and better illustrations 
will be used. Circulation is not likely to 
increase much. A paper like The Paris 
Petit Journal, with about one million cir- 
culation, is not be looked for in this 
country. 

Colonel A. K. McClure, of The Philadel- 
phia Times, agrees in the main with Mr. 
Childs, except asto circulation. He predicts 
within the next ten years an American news- 
paper with a circulation of 1,000,000 copies, 
and others reaching from a quarter to half a 
million. 

Mr. James W. Scott, of The Chicago 
Herald, thinks that the editorial influence 
will continue togrow. Newspaper pages will 
grow smaller. Illustrations and ‘paper will 
be better. 

Murat Halstead would like to try an eight- 

ge Sunday paper. He objects to big news- 
papers, and does not expect to see a change 
in anything in the near future. Of the 
most popular Paris daily he says: 

Whether or not there is a field in this country 
for such a newspaper as The Petit Journal isa 
grave question. The Petit Journal isa queer little 
sheet; it levies upon all France for its sensations 
of one kind or another, and prints every day a 
story fashioned to the French taste. In spite of 
its small size it gives space freely to this. It does 
not go into the details of news exceptin this one 
story,§ which is generally something which has 
happened in a French city. Anything of great im- 
portance in the world will be generally found in 
very briet form. So great is the space left free by 
this method that there is room for the other 
features, the feuilleton and the political communi- 
cation. 

What Editor Dana, of The New York Sun, 
thinks of the daily newspaper’s field is shown 
in his recent announcement of coming 
Sunday attractions. He says: 

The Sunday newspaper must presently assert 
itself as the most potent vehicle of contemporary 
English literature. The field of the quarterly maga- 
zine, the monthiy magazine, the literary weekly, 
and the so-cailed weekly story paper has been 
occupied by the Sunday paper. The functions of 
all those periodicals have been assumed, and the 
public now looks to the Sunday edition of the 
daily newspaper for all that is latest, freshest, 
most important, and best in eprrent literature of 
all varieties, 3 

Then this prince of journalists goes on to 
say that he has purchased for his Sunday 
paper Mark Twain’s new novel for $12,000, 
and a series of European letters from him at 
$1,200 each. A novel by W. D. Howells has 
also been purchased for $10,000, and the 
statement follows that a continued story by 
Joel Chandler Harris, ‘‘a charming narrative 
plantation days in Georgia,“ will shortly 
appear in The Sunday Sun. ‘ 

Mr. Dana is paying big prices for his 
Sunday matter, and reaching out for the best 
fiction, and the best literature of every 
sort that is instructive or entertajning. Of 
course, as some of this matter is syndicated, 
Mr. Dana largely reduces the original cost of 
the work purchased by him, but it comes 
high all the same. 

It strikes us that Sunday papers conducted 
on this line will educate the reading public 
up to a high standard. Readers will demand 
a good paper every day in the week. They 
will not be satisfied with a starvation diet 
six days, and a feast one day in the week. 
They will be more appreciative and more 
critical. Will present rates of subscription 
and advertising patronage meet these in- 
creasing expenses? If they will not, then 
rates will have to be advanced, or the feebler 
newspapers will have to go to the wall, 
leaving fewer and better newspapers to 
occupy the field. 


A Little Correction. 

It occasionally happens that even a care- 
ful editar gets mixed up in his statements, 
and this is the case with the editor of The 
Globe-Democrat of St. Louis. Inthe course 
of an editorial, he makes this remark: 
„Without the solid electoral vote of the 
old slave section, the democracy would vir- 
tually be as impotent in a presidential can- 
vass as the prohibition party or the Farmers’ 
Alliance.“ 

Of course, the editor refers to the south, 
but the reference is not historically accurate, 
and a correction should be made. The old 
slave section“ was New England and the 
north, while the south was in fact the new 
slave section, so far as this country is con- 
cerned. One can be correct about such 
matters, and yet not be over-nice or finicky. 
Modern New England is a little ‘‘techy’’ on 
this subject, but we know of no reason why 
that section should not assume its full share 
of responsibility for the existence of slavery 
in America. New England and the north 
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Sonn or the eastern democratic leaders ap 
pear to be anxious to applaud a repubii 
victory in Ohio.

Chief Justice Bleckley’s Argument. 
From The Columbus Ga,, Enquirer-Sun. 


It is rare that a chief justice volunteers in the 
public print a discussion of current economic 
questions and proposed legislatiq; touching them, 
but Chief Justice Bleckley shies * castor in the 
ring by zan interesting contribution to Tag Ar- 
LANTA CONSTITUTION On the railroad problem. 
The chief justice is not in sympathy with the leg - 
islative war on railroad consolidations, and 
objects to piddling legislation which hacks at 
“this magnificent monument of the century.” 
The judge supports his view of the question by a 
strong and ingenious argument, from which we 
take the following extract: 

“Development includes the combination of links 
into chains, and the consolidation of chains tuto 
systems, for control and management. The rea- 
son why railway service is better and cheaper 
after consolidation than it could be before, is the 
same reason which enables the wholesale dealer 
to seil superior good at a lower price than the or- 
di retailer can afford to sell an inferior 
article. The quantity of business done by the 
former, as compared with that done by the latter 
furnishes the explanation. The law of the case is 
that low price and large quantity go together, 
just as do high price and small quantity. Ten 
thousand passengers at 3 cénta apiece 1 yield 
as much income as 3,000 passengers at 10 cents 


apiece. 
“On accountjof the peculiar naturegof the busi- 


ness of railroading there is, in that business, no 
wholesaling by wholesale, but there is wholesaling 
by retail. A consolidated company is a wholesale 
dealer who sells railway service by retail; whe 
a small single company has only the capital an 
outfit of a retailer to operate with, and is, and al- 
ways must be, a retailer selling by retail.“ 
Coming from such high judicial authority, the 
highest in this commonwealth, this article will 
furnish interesting and profitable reading for the 
Georgia legislature, which is just now, with can- 
siderable vigor, wrestling with the railroad prob- 
lem. It is sound sense and sound logic, and should 
serve to at least curb the fierce onslaughts of those 
who favor radical measures in dealing with this 
important question and reduce the entire legisla- 
tive corps to a condition of conservatism, sober- 
ness and reason.

Rev. W. J. Ptatillo was made chairman by a 
unanimous vote,jand Alderman Shropshire was 
made secretary. Then there was a prayer. 

Rev. Sam Small and Judge George Hillyer 
being absent, Dr. Hickman was called on for a 
speech. He made one, and made one which 
was received with great applause. It was an 
ardent appeal to the people to fight against 
barrooms. 

Mr. Azmon Murphey, chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed at the last meeting, made a 
report.

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NO INCREASE “OF LIQUOR LICENSE 


The Bond Bill Favorably Reported—Part 


of the School Fund Isto Be 
Taken Away. 


The finance committee did some important 
work yesterday afternoon. 

Al the bills relating to taxation or the 
money matters of the state are before this 
committee, and its workings are watched with 
much interest on every hand. 

The State Liquor Tax. 

The bill to increase the state tax on liquor, 
by Mr. Huff, of Bibb, excited some little dis- 
cussion in the committee room. 

This bill provides for an increase from $50 
annually to $200, and it was vigorously op- 
posed by Messrs. Morton, Lewis, Gilbert, 
Humphreys, Wooten and Boifeuillet. The 
opponents of the bill opposed it on the ground 
that it was special legislation and did not 
affect all alike. They thought the taxes 
necessary should be raised by the general tax 
bill so that all would bear the burden alike. — 

Those who spoke in favor of the bill were 
Messrs. Sibley, Wheeler and Martin. They 
thought the liquor dealers should be made to 
bear the burden of taxation which the bill 
songht to impose. They all spoke strongly in 
favor of the bill. | | 

This bill had been reported favorably once, 
but the action of the committee was reconsid- 
ered, and this time the vote stood 18 to 12 
against the bill and it was adversely reported. 

Mr. Norman, of Liberty, said yesterday: 

“They killed that bill in the committee, but 
mind what I tell you, it will pass through the 
house with a good majority. The house 
generally is in favor of the bill, and they will 
reverse the action of the committee.” 

The General Tax Bill. 

The billto provide for an increase in the 
taxation of the property in the state was favor- 
ably reported, the tax for 1891 being raised from 
2 4-10 mills to 34 mills, and the tax for 1892 was 
raised in the bili from 24 mills to 34. 

This measure was necessary to supply the 
treasury with funds with which to pay the ap- 
propriations made by this legislature. 

Said Mr. Huff last night: 

„They have tried to increase that state 
liqour license for the last six years, and have 
never yet succeeded. Some of them cannot 
vote for it because they can’t stand the politi- 
cal racket, but P think the present house will 
view the matter in a different light. I know 
the sentiment of most of the membres is in 
favor of it, and there will be a hard fight 
before it is defeated in the house. 

“T knew if they did not pass the bill 
the general tax would have to be raised con- 
siderably above what it is now. It would 
have had to be increased anyhow, but not 
near so much as if the liquor license had been 
increased. I think the house will realize this 
and act differently in regard to the matter.”’ 

Other Important Bills. 

Two other important measures by Mr. Huff 
were also reported favorably. 

The first was a bill to amend the law making 
appropriations to the judicial and legislative 
departments of the state, so as to strike out all 
that part of the section appropriating the rev- 
enue received from taxation on all property 
returned over $415,000,000 to the common 
school fund. 

This leaves the common schools of the state 

only $500,000, which is the regular annual ap- 
propriation. 
„The bond bill by Mr. Huff was reported with 
the recommendation that it do pass. This bill 
authorizes the governor and treasurer of the 
state to issue bonds to the amount of $300,000 
to pay an amount of the public debt maturing 
in 1892. 

The bill provides for the issuance of bonds 
of $1,000 each, to bear interest at a rate not to 
exceed 44 percent. They are to mature in 
1922, and cannot.be negotiated at less than 
par. They will be payable in New York and 
Atlanta. 

The Girls’ Normal and Industrial College, 

The question of appropriating $18,000 for 
this institution came before the finance com- 
mittee, and a disposition was manifested on 
the part of the members to oppose it.

1. The notice which was published of an in- 
tention to introduce a bill upon the subject is as 


follows; 

“Notice is hereby given that at the 
— * session of the general assembly a 
bill will be introduced to authorize the mayor and 
council of the city of Macon to issue bonds to the 
full amount allowed by law, for the purpose of 
building a system of waterworks, and for the ex- 
— the balance of the proceeds of said 

onds, after building the waterworks upon the 
construction of a system of sewers for said city.“ 

The object for requiring an advertisement made 
of the intention to apply for local legislation is 
that all persons to be affected thereby may be put 
upon notice of the legislation asked for, that 
they may have an opportunity to be heard in op- 
position to the same. 

This being the object for requiring such notice, 
the notice should be sufficently full and explicit 
to acquaint any one with the charac- 
ter of the legislation that is to be asked for. 

The constitutional requirement is not fulfilled 
when notice is simply given that legislation will 
be asked for, and persons interested 
are forced to procure a copy of 
the bill when introduced in order to 
see what is asked for. Applying this rule to the 
notice in question then, it follows most clearly 
that the constitutional requirement has not been 
met in this instance. Let us see what this notice 
is: ‘the people of Macon are notified that a biil 
will be introduced to authorize the mayor and 
council of that city to issue bonds to the full 
amount allowed by law for the purpose of build- 
ing a system of waterworks, and for the expendi 
ture of the balance after the bnilding of the 
waterworks upon the construction of a system of

The prominent thing to be done as disciosed by 
this notice is to issue bonds to the full limit for 
the purpose of building a system of waterworks. 
The building of a system of sewers is very faintly 
covered by the notice in the following language, 
“and for the expenditure of the balance of the 
proceeds of said bonds after building the water- 
works upon the construction of a system of sewers 
for the city.“ 

The prominent thing to be done, to-wit: Issye 
bonds could be done under the general law, and if 
provided for in any other manner the legislation 
would be void. It is perfectly competent for the 
bill to provide how the bonds should be sold, how 
managed, and by whom, etc. But in all other 
respects the general law on this subject could not 
be departed from. 

Possibly the power to build asystem of water- 
works might be conferred upon the mayor and 
council by a bill introduced pursuant to such 
notice. But it is very clear that many of the pro- 
visions of this bill are entirely outside of what 
might be looked. for under a bill to issue bonds to 
build a system of waterworks. All that was in- 
— in the notice might bedone without an 

endment of the charter of the city of Macon. 
But the bill now before the house provides for an 
amendment of the charter and all the acts amend- 
atory thereof, and changes entirely the applica- 
tion of a portion of the revenues of the city. 

Had the published notice stated that an amend- 
ment of the charter and acts amendatory thereof 
would be asked forin addition to the notiee that 
authority would be asked forto issue bonds for 
the purpose of 2 a system of waterworks, 
etc., it would probably have been broad enough 
to include the provision which repeals a part of 
the act of 1886. 

The billebefore the house creates a water com- 
mission as a body corporate, and in a great many 
of its provisions goes far beyond the advertised 
2 copied in this paper. We are clearly 
of the opinion that the notice advertised to 
authorize the legislation asked for did not put the 
public on notice of the terms of the now proposed 
measure. The people of Macon may desire this 
legislation, but this fact, if it be a fact, does not 
heip the matter—does not remedy the failure to 
comply with the constitutional requirement on 
this subject. 

2. The bill in question proposes to create the 
water commissioners a body corporate, and to 
confer on it the powers usually conferred on cor- 
porations of that character. This cannot be done 
without violating the plain provisions of the con- 
stitution of this state, which declares that the 
legisiature shall not grant corporate powers to 
private companies, except to those enumerated, 
section, code 5057. Certainly this is a private cor- 
It is no part of the municipal govern- 
metit.and could not be made a part of it. It is 
true the water commission is required to hold

There are other provisions of this bill which are 
extraordinary, and which could not be looked for 
or expos ina bill, the purpose of which was 
simply to issue bonds to build a system of water- 
works, but as our time is limited, and as the two 
pointe already referred to are, in our opinion, 
sufficient to show that the billin its present shape 
could not be passed conformably to the constitu- 
tion, we will not go into a discussion of the other 
objectionable provisions.

‘Under the act cited, this notice formulated the 
title of the bill to be introduced and was, in fact, 
the title of the bill originally prepared and of- 
the latter in the 
package you sent me. 

The substitute reported by the committee has a 
much more comprehensive caption. 

The precise question you submit for my opinion 
is whether the title, as indicated by the published 
notice, can be enlarged or changed 80 as to cover 
all the provisions of the pending substitute? 

After much reflection and the most careful con- 
sideration practicable, I have been brought, re- 
luctantly, to the conclusion that it cannot.

NEW YORK, September 10—[Special..—The day has 
been one of weakness in both Liverpool and New York 
from start to finish with a decline in Liverpool of 7-61d, 
the market there closing weak and irregular at the 
bottom, although spot sales are 12,000 bales, with yarns 
reported as strong in Manchester and clothsin mod- 
erate demand. Our market declined some 16 points in 
response to Liverpool, and had recovered some 6 points 
of the loss by 12 o’clock, and was selling at 9.10 for 
January just before the publication of the government 
report, which arrived promptly on time. The general 
opinion had been that an indicated condition of 80 or 
less was required to sustain and corroborate even the 
less extreme reports of crop damage that had resulted 
in the recent advance. When, therefore, the report 
indicating a condition of 82.7 became public a sharp 
decline ensuéd, the market immediately dropping 10 
points and declining gradually 12@13 points more as 
the knowledge of the report became more general. 
At the close there was a feeble reaction, some 2@3 
points of the loss. being recovered, but the finish, al- 
though called steady, was hardly so, and the net de- 
cline, compared with yesterday, is 30 points. It re- 
mains to be seen how Liverpool will regard the report 
tomorrow. There is here still a large unliquidated 
long interest that would doubtless be forced to realize 
upon any further decline. As to the government re- 
port itself there is much speculation. Many claim 
that it does not justify the decline of which it has 
been made the occasion. It is the lowest condition 
reported since 1855, and lower than any previous report 
except those of the short-crop years of 1881, 1883 and 
1886.

Many of these are said 
to come from Paris from a house there which recently 
received a check for about two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars from its commission men as the profit on 
the heavy line of long wheat sold out on the excited 
bulge of three weeks ago. This foreign buying re- 
sulted, with the aid of the shorts,in an advance in 
December wheat to 96e about an hour after the open- 
ing, and following that business stacked up, and the 
fluctuations for the most part were confined between 
gogo and 966. The price had worked up to around 
96% % once again, when a dispatch from New York re- 
ported the failure of the London grain house of Alex- 
ander & Son for about one hundred thousand dollars, 
and that caused a sudden break to 95'4c. Alexander 
& Son failed some weeks ago,and today’s dispatch 
merely gave the amount of their indebtedness at the 
time of their suspension, The decline was at once re- 
covered from upon the receipt of the above explana- 
tion. The reaction was aided by the reports of foreign 
buying which came from New York, St. Louis, Duluth 
and Minheapolis, together with what was doing here, 
andanactive demand by shippers for vessel room. 
The advance culminated at 975sc, and the close was at 
97%%c, against 9556 at the close yesterday. 

Contrary to expectation, the bears did not make a 
further raid on corn today. The elique apparently had 
the market well in hand, and, under cover of the 
strength in wheat, put the price of the ruling option 
up 1%c¢ above the closing price of yesterday. 

Oats followed the course of the major cereals, being 
weak early and strong later, and closing near the top 
figures of the day. 

The provision market was irregular, opening weak 
and closing strong, andin that respect it merely re- 
sponded to the action of the grain market. Packers 
were bidding for the October option and selling Janu- 
ary. The constant feeling out of the produot for Jan- 
uary is shown in the decilne of the premium previ- 
ously existing for that month, more especially in lard 
and ribs. There is an actual discount of 12cin Janu- 
ary compared with October ribs. January pork still 
maintains a good premium from the fact of its supe- 
riority in a speculative sense, but today it gained only 
Ide on yesterday’s closing prices, while October ad- 
vanced 27'.c. One cause of the strength in provisions 
today was the report of the stock of cut meats in the 
country, showing a decrease of 186,000,000 pounds since 
July.

The testimony was so conflicting and there 
was such grave doubts about the defendant's 
identity, that Ordinary Calhoun signed an 
order releasing him from Captain Connolly’s 
custody.

William Slaughter, is now held by the police
